To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  mixed  feelings  in  presenting-  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  1972,  as  it  seems  to  me  very  likely  that  this  will 
be  the  last  such  report  presented  to  your  authority  by  a Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Ix  the  Department  of  Health  so  direct  it  is  possible 
that  an  abbreviated  report  for  1973  might  be  resented  before  31st 
March  1974:  it  may  be  that  a report  for  1973  and  the  first  quarter  of 
1974  is  presented  to  Oldham  Metropolitan  District  Council  as  the 
successor  authority,  I am  very  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  "Annual, 

Reports”  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  have  been  regarded  in  some  quarters  •---  not  in  Council  chambers 
- as  a Victorian  anachronism , They  have  been  ridiculed  from  time  to 
time  as  a collection  of  bald  statistical  data,  mixed  with  a dull  and 
unimaginative  commentary.  There  is  an  element  of  truth  in  such  charges, 
but  I suspect  that,  as  with  much  else  today  taken  for  granted,  the  real 
value  of  the  reports  will  not  be  realised  until  they  are  no  longer 
there . 


I myself  have  never  had  any  illusion  that  the  ’’Annual  Report” 
was  intended  as  a competitor  to  "The  Times’,  ’Oldham  Chronicle  , “Woman I * * *  5 
of"  ’Playboy’,  It  is  intended  to  serve  three  functions  - to  serve  as  a 

statistical  record,  to  outline  the  general  pattern  cf  health  services 

in  the  District  at  the  time,  and  to  give  members  of  the  authority  some 
account  of  the  working  of  the  services.  It  is  a record  of  fact  - good 
or  bad,  of  things  as  they  were  - not  neccesarily  as  we  would  have  wished 

them  to  be.  It  serves  to  provide  the  basic  facts  for  any  form  of  research 
on  the  social  conditions  of  the  area  - population,  births,  deaths, 
housing  conditions,  water  supply,  drainage  etc  - the  basic  fabric  of  any 
ordered  society  regardless  of  economic,  social  or  political  development 

In  re-casting  our  Local  Government  and  Health  Service  system,  1 hope  that 
our  legislators  will  have  sufficient  wisdom  to  insist  upon  the  annual 
publication  of  such  basic  demographic  data  which  will  be  available  not 
only  to  selected  members,  but  as  now',  to  the  public  and  the  press. 
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The  estimated  raid-year  population  of  the  district  (23,  310) 
was  an  increase  of  80  on  the  mid-1971  estimate.  From  a population  of 
15,998  in  1911,  the  district  has  grown  to  15,726  (1931),  18,033  (1951) 
and  23,233  (1971).  I have  included  in  the  body  of  the  report  a summary 
of  the  principal  population  groups  on  the  basis  of  1971  Census  returns. 
There  was  a decrease  in  total  births  to  335  (391  in  1971),  giving  a 
Crude  Birth  rate  of  14.4  and  Adjusted  rate  of  13.8  to  compare  with  a 
national  rate  of  14.8  per  1,000.  Over  the  past  few  years  there  is  thus 
evidence  of  a chronologically  maturing  population.  While  the  number 
of  infant  deaths  rose,  this  was  substantially  balanced  by  a fall  in  the 
statistical  rate,  and  the  1971  infant  mortality  rate  was  probably 
fortuitously  low.  There  was  also  a fall  in  total  deaths,  the  total  of 
241  giving  a Crude  death  rate  of  10.3  and  an  Adjusted  rate  of  12.7  to 
compare  witlj.  a National  rate  of  12.1 

Total  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  about  double 
those  in  1971,  due  entirely  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles.  This  was  not 
confined  to  Failsworth,  but  was  general  in  South  East  Lancashire  and 
is  mainly  significant  in  showing  that  the  Measles  vaccination  campaign 
has  not  yet  gained  substantial  public  confidence.  Although  there  was 
a very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  faecal  specimens  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  the  prevalence  of  other  Infectious  Diseases 
was  very  low.  Nor  did  we  have  any  local  "scares"  of  suspect  exotic 
infectious  diseases  imported  from  overseas.  I think  however,  that,  with 
an  increasing  tendency  to  holiday  abroad  in  less  developed  countries  it 
is  almost  inevtitable  that  one  must  accept  the  occasional  case  of  the 
rarer  infectious  diseases  being  reported  in  this  country. 

A total  of  18  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as 
unfit  (16  in  Clearance  Areas)  and  12  new  houses  were  completed.  The 
Tenth  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation  on  1st  November  1972, 
so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  around  6,637  properties 
were  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  the  Eleventh  Order  will  come 
into  operation  on  1st  November  1973.  By  31st  March  1974  the  entire 
Urban  District  will  be  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders. 

While  the  project  for  a new  Health  Centre  is  not  the  direct 
responsibility  of  this  Council,  it  is  perhaps  as  well  that  I record 
that  the  negotiations  for  land  acquisition  between  the  County  Council 
and  District  Council  were  completed  and  detailed  plans  completed  by 

a firm  architects  commissioned  by  tne  County  Council.  Tenders  have 
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been  sought  this  year  (1973)  but  the  lowest  tender  was  so  much  in 
excess  of  Departmentally  approved  costs  that  it  has  become  necessary 
to  amend  plans  and  schedules  so  as  to  seek  fresh  tenders.  I personally  am 
Utterly  disappointed  that  work  has  rot  yet  commenced  - one  can 
. Ly  limited  comfort  from  the  knowledge  that  similar  situations  are 
reported  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

With  only  some  six  months  now  to  go  before  the  new  Local 
G ernment  districts,  and  new  Health  Authority  areas  become  effective  it 
is  perhaps  uneccesary  for  me  to  remind  members  of  the  major  re-allocation 
of  Health  Services  that  will  take  place  in  April  1974.  I suspect  that 
it  may  be  some  considerable  time  after  that  before  effective  new  working 
relationships  can  be  created,  and  the  re-aligned  speheres  of  responsibility 
understood  by  members  of  the  new  Authorities,  the  staff  they  control 
and,  most  importantly  by  the  public  they  serve.  I further  believe 
that  the  task  of  re-organising  the  Health  Service,  is,  if  anything,  a 
more  complex,  one  than  cf  re-organising  Local  Government  and  will  call 
for  considerable  dedication,  imagination,  tolerance  and  perhaps  humour 
from  both  the  Members  of  the  new  Area  Health  Authorities  and  from 
their  staff.  It  will  call  for  the  most  mature  judgement  in  deciding 
the  re-allocation  of  limited  resources  to  strike  a proper  balance 
between  "cure"  and  '‘prevent ion"  of  ill-health. 

In  concluding  this,  possibly  my  final  report,  I would 
thank,  not  only  present  members  of  the  Health  Committee  but  also  your 
predecessors  for  the  support  they  have  given  me  over  the  past  12 
years.  I thank  not  only  Mr.  Hamm,  Mr.  Simpson  and  the  present 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  but  also  other  past  and  present 
Officers  of  the  Council  --  in  particular  Mr.  Monks  - who  have  so 
ably  assisted  and  counselled  me.  I have  considered  it  an  honour  and 
a privilege  to  contribute  something  to  the  corporate  life  of  the  District 
and  I hope  that  it  will  continue  to  prosper  as  part  of  the  Oldham 
Metropolitan  District.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  - GENERAL 

The  total  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  double  those 
of  1971,  due  entirely  to  the  prevalence  of  measles, 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

Three  cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  5 in  the  previous 
year.  There  was  no  apparent  association  between  them. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  case  occured  in  the  district  for  the  thirteenth  succesive 
year,  nor  was  there  any  outbreak  in  surrounding  districts.  With  the 
virtual  disappearance  of  poliomyelitis  as  an  endemic  disease  there 
has  been  a considerable  decline  in  public  interest  in  vaccination. 
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SMAIIPCX 

There  were  no  cases,  suspects,  or  close  contacts  reported  in 
the  District. 


MENINGITIS  ( AC-.L) 

2 cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

MEASLES 

The  total  of  106  cases  notified  was  about  three  time  that  of 
1971.  Measles  was  also  prevalent  in  adjacent  districts. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

No  cases  were  notified. 


DYSENTERY 

4 cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during-  the  year.  The  number 
of  faeces  specimens  submitted  for  bacter iolog-ical  examination  almost 
doubled  from  126  to  243. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning-  were  notifed  during-  the  year.

(681  2573)  are  routinely  employed  in  the  District  A further  two  nurses 
provide  relief  services  in  the  Divison  generally  and  the  services  of 
1 Male  District  Charge  Nurse  are  available  if  required  in  particular  cases. 

IMMUNISATION 

Ideally  all  children  under  2 years  of  age  should  receive 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Wnooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis, 
and  Measles,  with  reinforcement  doses  at  recommended  intervals,  B.C,G, 
Vaccine  (against  Tuberculosis)  is  recommended  to  older  children  (12  to 
15  years)  who  have  no  acquired  resistance  to  Tuberculosis,  Rubella 
(German  Measles)  Vaccine  should  be  given  to  girls  aged  11,  12,  and  13  years. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  can  be  made  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic, 
or  with  General  Practioners. 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulances  servir j the  District  are  based  at  Middleton,  Crompton, 
and  Ashton  ambulance  stations,  and  are  under  Radio  Control  from  Whitefield 
Ambulance  Control  Centre  (766  6666).

Mr,  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  services  affecting  the  Environment  of  the  District  and  the  work 
done  by  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  during  1972.  This  is  my 
second  report  to  the  Committee  and  most  probably  the  final  one,  at  least 
in  this  form,  that  will  be  presented  to  the  Committee. 

In  March  1972  I succeeded  Mr,  Monks  to  the  position  of  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr.  J.  Foden  was  appointed  Deputy  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  commenced  his  duties  on  the  4th  April  1972, 

Miss  J.  Street,  the  Junior  Clerk  resigned  on  the  14th  January  1972  and 
was  replaced  by  Miss  J.  Wilkerson  at  the  end  of  January  1972. 

During  the  year  much  time  was  spent  in  attending  meetings  of 
various  officer  Panels  of  the  new  authority  and  other  work  in  connection 
with  Local  Government  Reorganisation  but  due  to  the  efforts  of  members 
of  the  staff  the  normal  running  of  the  Department  was  little  affected. 

In  the  field  of  Atmospheric  pollution  Control  the  'ear  was  a notable  one 
in  that  the  eleventh  and  final  Smoke  Control  Order  was  submitted  to 
the  Department  of  the  Environment.  The  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed 
and  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  November  1973,  when  the  whole  of 
the  District  will  be  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders,  an  achievement  which 
will  have  been  equalled  by  only  ten  other  Authorities  in  the  Manchester 
conurbation  before  Local  Government  Re-organisation  takes  place  in  April  1974. 

The  regular  progress  was  maintained  in  the  clearance  of  unfit 
houses,  18  houses  being  represented  to  the  Committee  for  clearance. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  was  again  well  maintained  throughout 
tie  year,  despite  the  "long  term"  sickness  of  three  of  the  employees,  two 
of  whom,  unfortunately,  were  forced  into  early  retirement  by  their  illness. 
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The  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  was  implemented  at  the  end  of  March 
1972  and  has  operated  tolerably  well  since  that  date,  the  only  doubt  being 
an  insufficient  spare  man  cover  for  sickness,  etc  which  has  since  been 
resolved . 


The  free  collection  of  bulky  household  refuse  continued  showing 
an  increase  of  13%  over  the  collection  made  the  previous  year.  However, 
despite  this  free  collection  and  the  availability  of  Broadway  Tip  to 
residents  to  the  deposit  of  household  refuse,  the  *’fly  tipping  problem 
.'3  not  decreased  and  during  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  time  was 
spent  clearing  vacant  sites  throughout  the  District, 

Finally,  may  I express  my  thanks  and  appreciation,  to  the  Members 
of  the  Committee  and  Dr,  Brackenridge  for  their  support  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  co-operation  received,  throughout  the 
year.

WATER  SUPPLY 

i ■ 

All  dweilinghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from 
water  mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board  and 
Manchester  Corporation. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  water  undertakings . Twenty-nine  samples  were  reported 
to  be  satisfactory  and  one  was  reported  as  slightly  unsatisfactory  and  was 
re-sampled,  the  resultant  report  being  satisfactory. 

The  occational  report  is  still  being  received  of  low  water 
pressure  due  to  furring  up  of  service  pipes , but  the  majority  of  the  bad 
pressures  have  been  relieved  by  the  owners'  co-operation  in  the  chemical 
cleansing  of  the  pipes. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Medlock  adjoins  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre, 
and  receives  sewage  effluent.  It  flov/s  along  the  South-East  border  of 
the  District.  On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  District  is  the  Moston 
Brook,  which  flows  into  the  River  Irk. 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord's  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock  and 
another  small  stream  occurs  rear  the  Cemetery. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke 
or  water  tests  applied  where  applicable. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe. 

Most  of  the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains 
are  well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  the  Council's  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre  which  has 
been  reconstructed.  The  dry-weather  flow  of  sewage  exceeds  1,750,000 
gallons  per  day. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMOMTION 

The  following-  table  shows  the  appropriate  number  of  the  various 
sanitary  conveniences  in  the  district  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


Following  the  completion  of  the  new  sewer  in  Woodhouses  much  progress 
has  been  made  with  work  of  connecting  the  drains  to  the  sewer  and  converting 
the  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  only  2 pail  closets  in  the  District,  one  of  which  was  in  the  process 
of  conversion.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

During  1972  one  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu.  yd.  Ramillies  and  two  Karrier 
Gamecock  25  cu.  yd.  Ramillies  rear  loading  compression  vehicles  were  in 
regular  use  for  domestic  refuse  and  a Karrier  Bantam  dual  tip  rear  loading 
vehicle  was  used  for  shop  and  bulky  refuse.  One  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu.  yd 
Ramilles  rear  loader  and  one  Karrier  Bantam  10/11  cu . yd.  side  loader  were 
used  as  spare  vehicles. 

During  the  early  parts  of  the  year  negotiations  to  implement  the  Work  Study 
Officers  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  continued  with  the  workmen  and  their  union, 
agreement  was  reached  and  the  scheme  was  brought  into  operation  at  the  end  of 
March . 

Under  the  scheme  the  establishment  of  the  Cleansing  Section  was  amended 
and  comprised  of  a foreman,  three  domestic  round  drivers,  nine  refuse  collectors 
three  driver/loaders  to  operate  the  trade  and  bulky  refuse  round  and  act  as 
spare  men  to  cover  for  sickness,  absenteeism  and  holidays  and  two  tip  attendants 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,690  premises  and  a regular  weekly 
collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday  periods, 

A free  collection  of  household  refuse  coo  bulky  to  be  put  into  the 
dustbin  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years  and  has  been  continued  under  the 
incentive  bonus  scheme.  The  number  of  collections  increases  annually  and 
during  the  year  1,291  collection  were  made,  an  increase  of  13%  over  the  previous 
year . 


The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  the  dustbins  as 
a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April  1949;  1,133  dustbins  were 
provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  lying  land  near 
Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary. 

The  Bristol  Taurus  tractor  which  was  used  to  control  the  tip  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  was  replaced  by  an  International  100B  tractor  with  a 
forward  loading  bucket  in  April  1972. 

The  4 pail  closets  in  existence  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  had  by 
the  end  of  the  year  been  reduced  to  2,  one  of  which  was  in  the  process  of 
conversion  to  a fresh  water  closet.  The  existing  pails  are  emptied  weekly  by 
one  of  the  refuse  collection  teams  along  with  a small  number  of  chemical 
closets  installed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  the  homes  of  housebound 
patients . 
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ABANDONED  AND  UNWANTED  MOTOR  CARS 

Thirty-four  old  motor  cars  were  removed  and  disposed  of  during 
the  year . 


FARMS  AND  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 


Twenty-nine  inspections  were  made  to  nine  Waste  Food  Boiling 
Plants  registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,. 
1957. 


Although,  once  again,  very  few  complaints  were  received  of  smells 
from  the  farms,  the  problem  of  the  satisfactory  disposal  of  piggery 
effluent  still  remains. 

Discussion  took  place  with  a number  of  the  pig  producers  during 
the  year  with  regard  to  alternative  methods  of  disposal  but  no  positive 
results  were  forth  coming  and  effluent  is  still  mainly  dealt  with  by 
lagooning,  the  overflows  from  which  run  into  ditches  with  the  deposited 
solids  being  spread  onto  land. 

During  the  year  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority  took  some 
action  aginst  piggeries  discharging  directly  into  water-course  and 
consequently  some  improvement  to  Lord's  Brook  became  apparent. 


DISINFESTATION 

Fourty-eight  houses  were  treated  with  insecticides  containing 
D.D.T.,  Dieldrin,  Arprocaib,  Gammaxane,  Dichlorvos,  and  Pyrethrrns 
Twenty-eight  were  infested  with  Cockroaches. 

There  were  no  infestations  of  bugs  or  fleas  discovered  during 
the  year . 

During  the  summer  months  there  were  ten  requests  for  assistance 
regarding  wasps  and  bees  and  although  strictly  speaking  these  are  not 
normally  considered  to  be  pests  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department 
all  assistance  was  given  and  eradication  was  affected  in  most  cases 
by  using  Carbon  Tetra  Chloride,  Dichlorvos  and  Pyrethrins. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  on  this  work. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  being-  encountered  in  the  extermination 
of  mice,  as,  in  Fails worth,  they  are  resistant  to  Warfarin,  but  some 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  by  using-  a tracking-  dust 
containing  Lindane. 

The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer;  joint  action  is 
planned  between  representatives  when  necessary.

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CLEAN  AIR 


During  the  year  28  smoke  observations  were  made  regarding:  the 
emission  of  dark  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  and  from  bonfires  at 
industrial  premises.  There  was  very  little  infringement  of  the 
Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Period)  Regulations  1958  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  take  any  legal  action.  There  were  a few  emissions  of  dark  smoke 
observed  from  bonfires  at  industrial  premises  in  contravention  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  1968  and  warning's  were  g-iven  to  the  offenders. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Sooth  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution  and  Noise,  comprising-  38  Authorities.  Apparatus  to  measure 
pollution  is  installed  at  43  sites  within  the  reg-ion,  one  of  these 
being  situated  in  what  was,  until  October  1972,  the  Health  Department. 

The  Failsworth  No.  10  Smoke  Control  Order  1971  came  into  operation 
on  1st  November  1972. 

The  10  Smoke  Control  Orders  in  operation  cover  approximately 
1,282  acres  and  6,637  premises. 

The  Failsworth  No.  11  (Oldham  Road)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1972 
was  made  in  October  1972  and  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  November 
1973  .
